statement, 
contents 
of 
which were not divulged, was to b e 
read this afternoon b efore a cor­ 
oner's jury which will decide the 
cause of Smith's death March 9 
in a Springfield hospital. 
The coroner, ostensib ly secretive 
ab out the widow’s testimony, said: 
”1 now have Mrs. Smith’s sworn 
statement.” 
He declined to comment on the 
statement or discuss the manner, 
time or place in which it was tak­ 
en. 
Mrs. Smith came here late 
yesterday from her home in Pon­ 
tiac b ut was excused from appear­ 
ing b efore the coroner’s jury b e­ 
cause she was reported ill and dis­ 
traught. 
The inquest scene this afternoon 
was the Sangamon county court 
room, a chamb er accommodating 
not more than 70 persons.

Springfield. 111., March 27.— (A 
P )— Deferring a decision on 
a 
plea to release Democratic cam­ 
paign funds. Circuit Judge L. E. 
Stone today called for legal b riefs 
from opposing counsel in State 
Policeman Sylvester Steskal’s suit 
for an accounting of Horner ad­ 
ministration political expenditures. 
Judge Stone yesterday afternoon 
denied a request for immediate 
lifting of the injunction tying up 
party campaign funds and gave 
Steskal's attorneys until Saturday 
morning to file addditional af­ 
fidavits in support of their charge 
that the funds were illegally di­ 
verted from campaign purposes. 
The developments indicated the 
court would not rule until next 
week at the earliest on the de­ 
fense plea to dismiss the suit. 
Edmund 
Burke, 
attorney 
for 
Finance Director Samuel L. NuUel- 
man and seven other Democratic 
state 
officials, lab eled Steskal’s 
complaint a "political law suit" 
and a t t a c k e d the order impound­ 
ing the funds just b efore the pri­ 
mary election. 
Just V>w much the injunction 
had af « cted the Horner faction's 
campaign to nominate Harry B. 
Hei-ihey for governor over Lieut. 
G<w. John Stelle. an "insurgent” 
candidate, remained uncertain. 
Stelle Not Mentioned 
Burke did not mention Stelle’s 
name at the hearing b ut charged 
that the injunction was ob tained 
b y political enemies of the Horner 
administration. 
"I don’t b lame that poor fellow 
(Steskal) so much as the fellows 
who tot him to file this suit”, 
Burke said. 
Arthur M. Fitzgerald. Steskal's 
attorney, asked additional time to 
file affidavits of witnesses who, 
he said, would support Steskal’s 
charges. 
Steskal charged in his suit for 
an accounting that some $200.000 
remained when the Iroquois Illi­ 
nois League was dissolved and was 
succeeded b y the present campaign 
fund collection agency, the Illi­ 
noisans. The money, he charged, 
was diverted b y the directors of 
the league to their own use. The 
defendants denied this allegation. 
Judge Stone also deferred ruling 
on Burke’s charge of contempt of 
court against Steskal. The attor­ 
ney charged Steskal’s sworn com­ 
plaint 
differed from statements 
made at a deposition hearing. 


$75,000 BLAZE IN 
HEART STERLING 
LOOP THIS MORN

Three-Sto ry Building 
is 
Destro y ed; Fire Kept

The Kilgour b uilding, a three- 
story b rick structure in the heart 
of Sterling's b usiness district, was 
destroyed b y lire at an early hour 
(his morning with an estimated 
loss of ab out $7x000 to b uilding 
and contents, and only the heroic 
efforts of Sterling and Hock Falls 
firemen 
playing 
nine leads of 
water into the inferno prevented 
j h. more serious conflagration. 
All that remained of the b uild­ 
ing. 
adjacent 
the Central Trust 
National b ank, of which William 
L. Frye of Dixon is president, 
are the four walls, and they have 
b uckled so under the intense heat 
and an explosion of accumulated 
gases that it is thought they will 
have to b e razed. 
Cause Unknown 
The b uilding was owned 
b y 
Dean Bickford, and housed his 
drug store, 
the 
George Gerdes 
jewelry store, the Adams’ Clean­ 
ers, Clifford John’s insurance of­ 
fice, Knights of Columb us club 
rooms, and the headquarters of 
the Veterans of Foreign Wars and 
Auxiliary. 
The cause of the lire, which it 
is b elieved started in the b ase­ 
ment 
at ab out 2 a. m., 
is 
un­ 
known, b ut when it was discov­ 
ered, ab out fifteen minutes after 
the merchant police had passed 
and noted nothing unusual, the 
entire structure was filled with 
smoke and gas, which exploded a 
tew minutes after the firemen got 
to the scene, b lowing out windows 
end permitting the flames to b urst 
forth in every floor. 
Some smoke 
damage was experienced b y ten­ 
ants of the b ank b uilding, also. 
Two men sustained b urns dur­ 
ing the fire: Emil Fester, proprie­ 
tor of a shoe store who was stand- 
ii g 
on the walk in front of the 
b uilding, b eing b urned ab out the 
face when the explosion b elched 
forth flames, and Farold Lease, 
a volunteer fireman, b eing taken 
to a hospital for treatment of 
b urns ab out the head and neck.
